Tuberculosis attacks all races of 


mankind and, indeed, all classes of 
human-Society, at all ages. It is, how- 
treetVjJargely a disease of poverty and 
malnutrition. 


Tbe danger of tuberculosis seems to 


have! been steadily declining during 
theipast half century, a result possibly 
due1 to some change in the nature of 
the germ of tuberculosis, perhaps also 
to achange that has taken place in the 
constituton of man. Better nutrition 
ancfSgeneral hygiene are important in 
stamping out this disease. 


Wfth the coming of the industrial 


era. overcrowding in factories and 
homes, and long hours of labor, there 
urasr a definite increase in the tuber- 
cukteis death rate. Then came the 
period of protection of workers, elim- 
ination of child labor, improved social 
hygiene, nutrition, and housing. As a 
result, the rate now is declining. 


"He truly extensive knowledge we 


now have of tuberculosis shrould make 
its ftomplete prevention an ultimate 
possibility. "Yet it is not possible to 
stamp out overnight a disease of this 
character. The problem is one for 
succeeding generations. 


!n,,the path to complete prevention, 


the f&st step is to keep children from 
facing infected .adults .with whom they 
.•some,in' contact. This is not so simple 
^•as t$2sounds. Today we are crowded 
together in a way that -we have neyjr 
beei in the past.

a medical but also an economic attack. 
Tuberculosis is a disease associated 
with ba dhygierje., ,It multiples when 
there» is an insufficient arriount.of food, 
rest, sunlight, and fresh air. And a 
sudden drop in wages or a financial 
depression, will result in an increase 
of tuberculosis.

Will Attempt Regulation 


by Price Rather Than 


Labor Terms 


WASHINGTON. - dp) - President 


Roosevelt signed Monday the Guffey- 
Vinson bill, making the second federal 
attempt to stabilize the soft coa! indus- 
try—this time through price-fixing 
alone. 


Stripped of its labor provisions to 


which the court objected in the original 
Guffey coal act, the new lato empow- 
ers an enlarged National Bituminous 
Coal Commission to prescribe mini- 
mum prices for coal, promulgate a code 
of fair trade practices for producers, 
and to fine violators 19% per cent of 
the sale price of their coal at the mine. 


The commission also may fix prices

"1 have in mind a farm family that 


prospered. Tlwy owned n farm thnt 
yielded a good income and provided 
for many comforts not found in the 
average farm home. Yet that family 
sold the farm because- their life in the 
community wns «iot full and success- 
ful. Their community lacked n good 
church arid good school, and they 
moved to another community thai af- 
forded these essentials, 


"Similarly taxes, roads, county gov- 


ernment, and the like can affect and 
press upon runil people to the extent 
that their farm enterprises were partial 
failures—failures because they lacked 
a full country life. In short, the .suc- 
cess of individual farms is dependent 
upon certain factors that are beyond 
the control of individuals but which 
might be dealt with by the community 
as a whole—group action nlxiut com- 
mon problems. Kurnl life is no longer 
limited to the properly lines of in- 
dividuals, for improved roads, more 
rapid tr(ins|X>rtatioii, and 
increased 


imputation have all contributed to the 
development of community problems, 
which we must rccogni/e and solve 
jointly. 


"To me Better Homes is something 


more and Ix-yond the mere physical 
improvements of individual homes of 
ovir communities—it is the co-oj>en>- 
live effort of nil individuals toward a 
full and satisfying rural life," Dean 
Gray concluded.

One 
of the rooms i.s not ceiled but .she 
hopes to be able to do that this winter. 
She built some shelves and made a 
.small enclosed cabinet for her dishes. 
She bleached flour nnd sugar .sacks, 
bound them with blue gingham and 
made curtains for her windows.

and coveiing it with boards. 


The house is nothing fine, but to 


them it is home and it does enable 
them tf) live on i their own land. 


crocheted rag rugs. She also made 
her window drapes from burlap feed 
f-acks.

"I have in mind a farm family that 


prospered. They owned n farm that 
yielded a good income and provided 
for many comforts not found in the 
average fnrm home. Yet that family 
sold the fnrm because their life in the 
community was not full and success- 
ful. 
Their community lacked n good 


church and good school, and they 
moved to another community that af- 
forded these essentials. 


"Similarly taxes, roads, county gov- 


ernment, and the like can affect and 
press upon rural people to the extent 
that their farm enterprises were partial 
failures—failures because they lacked 
a full country life. In short, the suc- 
cess of individual farms is dependent 
upon certain factors that are beyond 
the control of individuals but which 
might be dealt with by the community 
ns n whole—group action about com- 
mon problems. Rural life is no longer 
limited to the property lines of in- 
dividuals, for improved roads, moi-e 
rapid trnns|K>rtntion, 
and 
increased 


population have all contributed to the 
development of community problems, 
which we must recognize und solve 
jointly. 


"To me Better Homes is something 


more nnd beyond the mere physical 
improvements of individual homes of 
our communities—it is the co-ojx?rn- 
tive effort of all individuals toward a 
full nnd satisfying rural life," Dean 
Gray concluded.

Need on the Farm 


It Takes Care of Much of 


the Farm's Time-Con- 


suming Drudgery 


Electricity on the form offers one 


of the best means of improving the 
economic nnd social welfare of the 
rural people. Electric power should 
make farming more profitable and af- 
ford standards of living inviting and 
satisfying to the progressive class of 
people, .says Elbert E. Karns, extension 
engineer. University of Arkansas Col- 
k'ge of Agriculture. 


On every farm there are many time- 


consuming and irksome duties that 
could 
be 
performed 
economically, 


quickly find conveniently with electric- 
ity, thereby releasing the time and en- 
ergies of the farm family for other ac- 
tivities of a more profitable nature. 
?F.leclricit.v at work contributes n great 
deal toward the health and happiness 
of the family which are the fiist pre- 
requisites of wholesome Iving and ec- 
onomic gains. 


It is generally agreed that adequate 


electric service in often the on« re- 
mnlning essential to nfford completely 
modern farm homes. Although It Is 
possible to use water power, wind 
power, or grvsollne motors for wnter 
supply, compressed gns for cooking, 
kerosene or gns for refrigeration, and 
Install plumbing, sewage disposal nnd 
control heating without eleetriciy, it is 
nevertheless true that the use of elec- 
tricity for lighting, laundering, table 
appliances, water pumping, farm and 
household motors, and refrigeration 
adds greatly to the satisfaction of home 
living. Electricity lends itself to con- 
rot by man better than any other 
jommon source of energy and is the 
foundation for many profitable farm 
enterprises. 


G'n nearly every farm, electricity has 


six fundamental uses and over 250 
other general uses. The si>: basis uses 
of electricity are: lighting, radio, elec- 
tric iron, washing machine, water 
pump, nnd refrigerator. The more im- 
portant general uses of electricity are 
for 
irrigation, feed grinding, wood 


sawing, cutting ensilage, dairying and 
poultry production. In adapting elec- 
tricity to tho improvement of horn 
living it will usually be necessary to 
analyze the farm business nnd prac- 
tice some of the paying gencriil uses of 
electricity in order to afford many of 
he modern home nnd farm conven- 
iences.

Big Advance in 1!)2fi 


In 1928 the campaign was marked by 


a number of things. A guide hook 
was issued by the national committee 
particularly for rural communities; 
there were 2.965 local committees es- 
tablished by National Headquarters; 
the remodeling of old houses ot an 
ugly and inconvenient type to make 
them modern, attractive and con- 
venient was demonstrated 
for the 


first time, in fully a hundred dif- 
ferent communities, bnlh urhaii and 
rural; and attention was called to the 
remarkable increase of the scope of 
the educational campaigns conducted 
by local committees. 


In 1927 the outstanding feature of 


the year nationally was the appoint- 
ment of state chairmen and the trans- 
fer of the direction of local work In 
the state chairman and her stjitc com- 
mittee.
